Stubble Bum 


Found to Be An Expensive Operation 
Under Best of Conditions 

Burning of stubble has been found 
to be of some value in the destruc¬ 
tion of weeds by destroying the seed 
plant.i with their 8m»d crops before 
they have entered the sod. Burning 
stubble Is, however, an exiH*naivo 
operation even when (he latest typo 
of oil burners is u.sed. Tests at llm 
Swift Current Experimental Station 
showc’d that a running fire started 
with nn oil burner can soinotimes be 
obtained, making tho ncrc-cost of 
burning very low. hut a firo of this 
kind can ho obtained only In heavy 
stubble, which u.suuily contains few 
weeds. Weedy slubble, It Is observed. 
Is alnio.Hl always short and thin and 
will not carry a continuous fire. 
ts necessary if the weeds are lo la* 
de.st toyed 

The 1926 report of the Swilf Cur 
rent Kxpt*rim<*ntui Station, which can 
be obtained from tho i*ubllcatluns 
Branch of tho Deparirnem of Agilcul- 
ture, Ottawa, gives illuHtrallons of 
ftUibblo burnerH at work. 'J ho muehiuo 
Is drawn behind a rack from which 
straw Is fed into a wide firebox. Tho 
firebox Is made of sheet Iron and Is 
equipped with paralleled grate bars 
which slide over the stubble. A small 
ga.s engine Is belted to a fan supply¬ 
ing a draft of air wbicli blows tho 
fire into the stubble. A 14 foot ma 
chine of this kind will burn ri'(/m 2 
to 3 acres an hour, 'rhreo men and 
four horses are required to keep It go¬ 
ing From 40 lo 60 cents per acre 
was found to be* the cost of the labor 
of men and horces. w hile the gasoHne 
cost 3 cents an uert*.
